Several times during the day Mazer 
was reported on the verge of a break- 
down. Upon occasions he wept. Gen- 
erally he shot back at his accusers: 

“The man lies.” 

His erstwhile business companion, 
Carl Studer, called “Crown Prince of 
the Jungles” in Canton, was tight- 
lipped, declaring: 

„Tu lie in this cell until I rot be- 
fore I make any confession.” 

Both men are held here on federal 
charges of conspiracy to violate the 
prohibition law. Their arrest yester- 
day was admittedly a ruse to get 
them into custody, away from Can- 
ton’s allegedly corrupt political at- 
mosphere, although Joseph R. Roach, 
Chicago “clean-up” attorney, says he 
has an “air-tight” liquor conspiracy 
case against the pair. 

Evidence Against Mazer.

Was Near Crime Scene. 


Mazer’s own admission that he was 
in the neighborhood. of the Mellett 
home near the hour of the murder and 
that he visited the home of Patrol- 
man Streitenberg between 11:30 p 
m and 1:30 a. m. Mellet was slain 
about 12:15 a. m. 

For a moment this morning it look- 
ed as if Mazer were on the verge oi 
a confession, but the nervousness he 
exhibited was later attributed to the 
shock he received when confronted for 
the first time with information that 
he faces a first-degree murder war- 
rant. 

“Louis, what is the matter?“ Maz- 
er's 60-year-old mother wept. 

“It’s a lie, I didn’t do it,’’ Mazer 
fairly screamed. 

A moment later, when confronted 
by Studer, Mazer said: 

“Studer knows I didn’t do it.” 

District Attorney A. E. Bernsteen 
fairly pounced upon the remark. 
Tben Studer knows who did do it.“ 
he Shouted. Bernsteen began grilling 
Studer and Mazer was whisked into

to Wayne B. Wheeler, the league's 


general counsel. 

In a formal reply to Tinkham’s 
“tinkle,” as lie characterizes the Mar- 
sachusetts congressman’s charg.e 
Wheeler reiterates his contention that 
only a small proportion of the leagu.’s 
income is used for political pur- 
poses” and that the sum so spert by 
the national organization has been 
faithfully reve ‘ed from time to time. 
In accordance with the amendments 
passed in 1925, requiring state organ- 
izations to file detailed reports of re- 
ceipts and exnenditurcs. the league's 
state subsidiaries will submit in the 
future, Wheeler promises in the state- 
ment. 

“Mr. Tinkham,” declared Wheeler 
in the statement, “yells ‘stop thief!’ 
to hide the corrupt lawless activitier 
of the wets ‘who back him. The 
Anti-Saloon leag the truth 
about its income and disbursements. 
If the wets were as frank, their budget 
would make the me y spent by the 
league look like 30 cents. 

“Only a small part of the league's 
income spent for political pur;oses 
and the Jaw dees not require that 
money spent for other purposes be re- 
ported. We have been complying 
with the federal election laws longer 
than any other organization. 

“The national league alone filed 
its report until 1925, when the law 
was changed and required state or- 
gan! tions to do likewise. The state 
leagues will comply with the aw. 
Both by law and by supreme court de- 
cision, it is not necessary to report 
primary expenses under the federal 


statute. This cannot be required by 
law without amending the constitu- 
tion. 

“In the meantime, Tinkham will 
continue to tinkle to detract public 
attention from his lawless supporters 
who are shooting holes in the consti- 
tution in order to get a drink of poi- 
son liquor.”

State Secretary Is Be- 
coming More Valuable 
Every Day, Says State- 
ment for President.

Mr. Kellogg, who has served the 
government for years, first in legal 
cases as an attorney, then in the 
senate and then as ambassador to the 
court of St. James, before he suc- 
ceeded Charles E. Hughes in 1925 
as head of the state department, is 
regarded by Mr. Coolidge as a very 
valuable member of the cabinet. 
Becoming More Valuable. 
And, with his experience and in-

| becoming more valuable every day. 
| As for Mr. Kellogg himself, he was 
said to be well, to be able to work 
hard and sleep well. 

With Mrs. Kellogg a guest at

Ambassador Shef- 
field is on his way home to talk this 
question over with Secretary Kellogg, 
and there are multiplying indications 
that they will find themselves in 
disagreement.

RATE CONFERENCE 
CALLED FOR SEPTEMBER 10. 


Washington, August 17.—(?)— 
With a view to readjusting railroad 
class rates in western trunk line ter- 
ritory and between that region and 
eesterm and southern territories, the 
interstate commerce commission today 
called a preliminary conference of 
interested parties at Chicago Septem- 
ber 10 to lay the foundation for .hear- 
ings of many complaints against the 
present rate structure. 

Rates in the western trunk line dis- 
trict have long been recognized as out 
of adjustment. Only last month, in 
refusing western railroads a blanket 
5 per cent increase in commodity 
rates, the commission declared that 
the least favorable conditions in the 
entire west, so far as carrier revenues 
were concerned, appeared to exist in 
the western trunk line region. 

That decision, however, did not deal 
with class rate, and the carriers still 
have pending before the commission 
a proposal for an upward revision of 
those charges. They also have filed 
petitions with various state utility 
commissions for increases in intrastate 
rates. 

These pending proceedings and other 
complaints which have ‘already been 
disposed of without prejudice to sub- 
sequent proceedings, the commission 
said today, arose largely because of 
inconsistencies in the class rate struc- 
ture, a remedy for which, it added, 
could not be found by “piecemeal re- 
adjustments” in industrial cases. 

“For more than a year,” the com- 
mission’s announcement said, com- 
mittees of carriers and shippers have 
been endeavoring by cooperative ef- 
forts to work out a mutually satisfac- 
tory adjustment of class rates within 
western trunk line territory.”

That the unallotted mileage remain- 
ing at the disposal of the state high- 
way board, is limited to forty-nine 

one-half miles, is the legal opin- 
ion of Edgar Watkins, member of 
the Atlanta law firm of Watkins. 
Asbill and Watkins, released Tues- 
day afternoon by the George H. 
Carswell headquarters, Atlanta, for 
publication. 

Carswell's supporters are more 
than willing to meet the issue upon 
this point, stated Sam A. 
Carswell's campaign manager. 
very definite charge is made that the 
state highway board chairman, Mr. 
Holder, has acted in bad faith, in 
assuming to have at its disposal 
more than miles of unallotted 
roads. Mr. Holder bas not answer 
ed this charge yet and Mr. Carswell 
does not believe he can. Mr. Hold- 
er’s friends have attempted to con- 
fuse the issue by taking refuge in 
details and technicalities but even 
there we have them. There is no 
escaping the very clear conclusion 
reached not only by Mr. Watkins but 
by the Macon law. firm of Jones, 
Parks and Johnston and other law- 
vers, who have given the matter 
their studr.” 

Watkins’ Opinion. 

Mr. Watkins’ opinion in the form 
of a letter, answering inquiry from 
Carswell’s headquarters, follows: 

“You have asked my opinion as to 
what, if any, limitations are placed 
upon the mileage of state-aid roads. 

“Answering your inquiry: 

“The act of August 18. 1919, acts 
of 1919, page 242 and following, pro- 
vides in section 1: 

That 
shall include ee 
bridges and other subsidiary struc- 
tures necessary or desirable in the 
construction of said roads.’ 

“Provision 3 of section 2 of. the 
same act contains a proviso, which 
reads: 

That the total mileage to be des- 
ignated as state-aid roads shall not 
exceed forty-eight hundred 
miles.“ 

“There can be no question in the 
minds of anyone that this limitation 
fixes the total mileage of state-nid 
roads to not exceeding 4,800 miles.

It is good news that the banks 
at Cornelia, Demorest and Clarks- 
ville, all in Habersham county, will 
reopen’ today. This has been 
brought about by a most commend- 
able spirit of cooperation among the 
depositors, and among other busi- 
ness people of the community who 
have the utmost faith in the man- 
agements.

“Faith in a better day in the oil 
business that is awakened by general 
search for better methods: receives a 
shock when a pool like Signal Hill is 
visited. Here appears all the waste 
of oil and gas, and of capital and 
labor, incident to the scramble for 
production—a discouraging example of 
bad practices due to the desire for 
immediate returns regardless of the 
future. Great diversity of ownership 
is the mortal enemy of conservation 
in the oil and gas fields. The outlook 
is more discouraging now when the 
town-lot operators have entered upon 
another race in search of a lower sand, 
thus again multiplying capital expendi- 
ture by taking several dollars to do 
what one might do.” 

Smith praised the conservation prac- 
ticed in the Los Angeles basin field.

The testimony was given to re- 
pudiate the story of Harry Wurster, 
an automobile mechanic, who testi- 
fied Friday for the prosecution that 
he knew the car well and that 
recognized it the night of the tragedy 
when he said it stood fifty yards from 
where Miss Gaines was beaten and 
choked to death on the shore of Green 
Lake. in this city. 

Gaines swore that about a week 
before Miss Gaines was slain. he and 
she stopped at about the place and 
purchased ice cream sodas while re- 
turning from a drive. 

Explaining stains of blood on a 
shirt of his. the defendant told the 


he kept cigarettes in a pocket near 
which the marks occurred. 

The witness admitted that from 
the time he entered the army during 
the world war until his daughter’s 
death he drank heavily. but he de- 
clared himself a light drinker before 
his military service. 

In his early cross-examination. 
Prosecutor Colvin failed to shake 
Gaines on his version of any detail. 
The defendant calmly answered each 
question, using about the same words 
he had in direct examination. 

Colvin questioned him particularly 
about his familiarity with Green 
Lake, near which the girl was killed, 
and his knowledge of Sylvia’s ac- 
quaintanceship with young men. 
Gaines had previously said Sylvia had 
no men friends so far as he knew, 
except that she was writing to Thom- 
as Lowe, formerly an instructor in 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
rology. 

Gaines’ explanation of an incident 
in a park near his home when police- 
men testified they found him and 
Sylvia early one morning 150 feet 
off the road in his roadster, which 
was unlighted, was that he had stop- 
ped to “wipe the windshield” and the 
patrolman took him to a police sta- 
tion because they said there was an 
irregularity in his license plates.
